What Ludlite Is 

Ludlite IS a composite material. Its outer surface 
is a thin sheet of strong, light stainless steel. Its 
inner surface is a tough, waterproof, flexible back- 
ing of non-metallic material. By a special manufac- 
turing process, the stainless steel and the flexible 
backing are permanently combined under heat and 
pressure. 

The backing affords desirable support to the steel 
and makes it possible to apply Ludlite to plaster, 
wood, fiber-board, concrete, and other surfaces. By 
this means, light gauge stainless steel can now be 
used, and extreme flexibility and ease of applica- 
tion result. A further important feature of Ludlite 
is the fact that the composite backing deadens 
sound. The result is a minimum of noise wherever 
Ludlite is used. 

Special Ludlite Adhesive for use in applying Ludlite 
has been developed, and may be had wherever Lud- 
lite is sold. Attractive moldings of stainless steel 
for finishing edges and joints are also available in 
all needed shapes and styles. Ludlite in ribbon form 
for trim, is described on the opposite page.

Ludlite Lowers Installation Costs 

While the advantages offered by stainless steel have long been 
recognized by architects and builders, cost of installation has to 
some extent limited its use. The very advantages of extreme strength, 
toughness, and resistance to wear and corrosion which make stain- 
less steel so desirable have also made it more expensive to fabricate 
and install. Consequently, it has been necessary to forego the use 
of stainless for many applications where it would otherwise have 
been logical. 

Ludlite does much to solve this problem. It can be used to cover a 
wide variety of wall and working surfaces at comparatively low cost. 
Simplicity and ease of application likewise open many new and 
valuable decorative uses. 




Ludlite Is Readily Formed and Applied 

The outstanding feature of this new material is the facility with 
which it can be installed. Instead of requiring prefabrication in a 
specially equipped metal working shop, Ludlite can be cut right 
on the job with ordinary heavy scissors, tin snips, or a fine toothed 
saw, and can easily and quickly be formed and fitted as the work 
progresses. It can be nailed, screwed, or fastened in place with special 
Ludlite Adhesive. It can readily be applied to any smooth or curved 
surface, and may easily be bent around corners. It is a simple matter 
for a carpenter or craftsman, with the few necessary tools, to apply 
Ludlite anywhere. 

Simple directions for cutting, applying, and finishing Ludlite are 
furnished with every shipment. These instructions are easy to fol- 
low. They are in themselves convincing proof that Ludlite is a 
most convenient and practical architectural material.

Available in the Following Forms 
Ludlite in Roll Form 

Ludlite is sold in flexible rolls two feet wide and fifty feet 
long, from which any length may be supplied. It cuts like tin, 
bends like copper, cements in place like linoleum, but it*s 
stainless steel. 

In addition to long life, perfect sanitation, and ease of clean- 
ing, Ludlite's satin sheen and color reflecting properties 
create unusual decorative possibilities (see illustration on back 
cover). 

Ludlite (pebbled finish) in Roll Form 

Pebbled Ludlite is sold in flexible rolls two feet wide and fifty 
feet long. The entire surface is pebbled into a serviceable ripple 
facing. This type of Ludlite is slightly stiffer and is highly 
resistant to denting and defacement. It is ideal for table tops, 
counters, sinks, or for any surface subject to continuous hard 
usage. A damp cloth keeps it always bright and new. 

Pebbled Ludlite harmonizes with any decorative scheme; it re- 
flects and blends surrounding colors and gives many novel and 
interesting effects. 

Ludlite in Square Tiles 

Ludlite tiles are individual pieces four inches square, easily 
applied to any surface. They are rolled at the edges to give 
an appearance of thickness and solidity, and to assure an attrac- 
tive and perfect fit when applied. 

In addition to many advantageous uses in new construction, 
Ludlite tiles are extremely valuable for modernization work. 
Where conditions might cause more brittle materials to split 
or crack, Ludlite tile offers the necessary toughness and "give." 
Water-tight and permanent surfaces of lasting beauty are thus 
assured. 

Ludlite in Ribbon Form 

Ludlite Ribbon is useful as a decorative medium because of its 
beauty, low cost, and ready, permanent adhesion to virtually 
any smooth surface. It may be bent around corners or applied 
to practically any convex or concave surface. 

Ribbon is available in strips from one inch wide up by half- 
inch stages. Its rolled edges give it an appearance of depth and 
solidity, and offer an attractive and serviceable means for cover- 
ing joints in Ludlite as well as in other decorative and structural 
materials. 

As a trim for store fronts, show windows, signs, elevator cars, 
doors, walls, and the like, Ludlite Ribbon is ideal.

Using Ludlite in Full Width (24 Inches) 

A — Sub-surfacie representing Old Wall, Rough Boarding, Plaster 
Brown Coat etc. 

B — Smooth dense surfaced Wall Board, or preferably Mineral Fibe- 
Board Vi " thick, cut 23V2" wide, spaced full i/g" apart and 
flush nailed for either horizontal or vertical treatment. 

C — Ludlite with Vi " brake flange cemented in place. Flange should 
be exactly a 90° bend.

Ludlite Wall Treatment With Color Inlay 

Efl^ective contrasts are obtained by spacing flush type Ludlite wall 
treatment with decorative inserts of a different thickness. 
Suggested inlays are : colored plastic materials readily cut from sheet 
stock (these are specially recommended for exterior use), linoleum, 
rubber wall covering, enameled wall board, or strips of wood veneer. 
Inserts must be fitted and cemented in place after Ludlite installation 
is complete.

1 — For economy specify standard fittings. 

2 — Utilize the flexibility of Ludlite for origi- 
nality. 

3 — Irregularities occurring in curved sections 
of the sub-base are almost entirely over- 
come by exercising a little care in locking 
the ends of the Ludlite sheet. 

4 — In new construction formed galvanized 
sheet, plywood and fiber board provide a 



suitable sub-surface. 

-Do not roll the curved portion of Ludlite 
application — merely draw it tight around 
pre-cemented convex surface. In applying 
Ludlite to concave surface pre-shape Lud- 
lite sheet to slightly sharper curve than 
described by sub-base. This will allow suf- 
ficient pressure to hold curved section in 
place until cement has set.
